The Rev. H. Copley Moyle, Senior 
Chaplain of -St. John’s Cathedral, pre, 
faced .a sermon on “Times of Visita- 
tion” by the following reference to the 
death of President Harding: . o 
itt seems right that this morning I 
should first of all express the sympathy 
which we all feel with the great.
